ALGIERS, Dec. 29 (Agen- 
cies) — Algeria buried Presi- 
dent Houari Boumedienne Fri- 
day in. an emotional state fun- 
eral that brought millions into 
the streets in final homage. 
“Boumedienne, the people 
- and die army are with you,” the 
crowds shouted as die cortege 
slowly made its way through 
a sea of mourners waving flags 
and carrying enormous portraits 
of the fiery independence leader 
wbo governed Algeria for 13 
years. 

* Boumedienne died Wednesday 
after a rare blood disease put 
him in a coma for 40 days. 

“God is Great,” the crowd 
shouted. “Brother Roume- 
dienne we are with you.” 

The burial took place in Mar- 
tyrs Square at El Alia cemetery, 
in the presence of such heads 
of state as Libya's President 
Moammar Qaddafi. Pakistan 
president Muhammad Zia «1- 
Haq, and Cyprus President 
Spyros Kypriancw.

Saud AJ- Faisal.

About 40 motorcycle out- 
ridere, sirens wailing, accom- 
panied the funeral cortege, mov- 
ing at a steady pace, with two 


truck -mounted water cannon 
following. 

Foreign delegations joined 
the procession, 800 meters 
from the cemetery entrance. 

Officers of the Algerian aim- 
ed forces then carried President 
Boumedienne’s coffin on foot,

PORTLAND, Oregon Dec. 
29 (UPJj — A United Airlines 
jet with 185 persons aboard, 
after possibly running out of 
fuel, crashed near the Portland 
airporL Thursday night, killing 
at least 10 aboard- 

The DC-8 smashed through 
two vacant houses and came to 
a halt in a wooded lot. Most of 
the passengers and crew surviv- 
ed. 

There was no fire, leading 
to the speculation that the pilot 
either jettisoned excess fuel or 
the plane ran out of fuel dur- 
ing its hour of circling. 

The pilot, Capt, Malbum Mc- 
broora. had radioed the control 
tower with an “amber alert” 
because of a landing gear prob- 
lem. At 6:17 p.m. he suddenly 
shouted: “Mayday. Mayday, 

engines are flaming out, we are 
going down we’re not going to 
make the airport/* 

The plane clipped off the 
top of a tree south of the crash 
site, roared past a house about 
50 feel off the ground, smashed 
two vacant bouses, cut utility 
lines and landed in a wooded 
lot in a thickly populated area 
east of downtown Portland.

ANKARA, Dec. 29 (R) — 
'Prime Minister Bulens Ecevit 
said Friday the violence in 
Turkey could spread to other 
parts of the coutftry despite 
the imposition of martial law 
in most major cities. 

'He issued the warning after 
meeting with senior military 
commanders, security cfaiefe 
and civilian officials to discuss 
■how martial law should be en- 
forced. It was declared three 
days ago in 13 provinces, in- 
ducting Ankara and Istanbul, 
after a weekend of political 
and sectarian riots in which 
105 people died. 

“There now appears to be 
the possibility of violence shif- 
ting to provinces other than 
those already undo* martial 
tew," Ecevit told reporters. 

There have been several 
more incidents since the emer- 
gency measures went into for- 
ce but an official spokesman 
said no parallel should be 
drawn between the dUsturban-. 
ces in Turkey and the uphea- 
vals in Heightening Iran. 

Thursday night a public pro- 
secutor in the southern indus- 
trial csty of Tarsus was shot 
dead by unknown gunmen in 
from of his home. 

On the Black Sea coast, two 
students were killed in distur- 
bances between left and right- 
wing student groups. 

Ecevit, who is accused by 
conservatives of deliberately 
letting the violence get out of 
hemd to bolster his own posi- 
tion, said Friday’s meeting re- 
viewed the security situation in 
the provinces. 

Under the emergency regu- 
lations, military commanders 
are empowered to make arrests

TEHRAN, Dec. 29 (Agen- 
cies) — 'I he Shah of Iran has 
asked Dr. Shapour Bakhtiar, 
a member of the opposition 
National Front, to form a new 
government. Bakhtiar said Fri- 
day. 

Bakhtiar, leader of tbe Iran 
Party within the National 
Front, said the monarch had 
asked him Thursday to try to 
form a civilian cabinet to re- 
place the present military-led 
regime. 

Bakhtiar said he had begun 
‘ consultations with other Natio- 
nal Front colleagues, including 
from leader Karim Sanjabi, be- 
fore deciding whether to ac- 
cept the Shah's request. 

Political sources said Friday 
Bakhtiar could present his list 
of cabinet ministers as early as 
Sunday and take over the pre- 
miership next week. 

But most of the anti-Shah 
opposition has warned that it 
will not accept any new gov- 
ernment so long as the Shah 
remains part of the state struc- 
ture. a condition that the 
monarch is slHl refusing to 
abandon. 

In Paris Ayatullah Khomeini, 
Iran 6 self-exiled opposition 
leader, reacted unfavorably to 
reports of a new civilian gov- 
ernment. 

One of bis spokesmen re- 
affirmed Khomeini “does not 
accept the principle of form- 
ing a new government under 
the reign of the Shah or under 
the royal regime ” 

“The Ayatullah has always 
maintained that the necessary 
condition for forming a new 
government which would' have 
^pfKWiil i s the departure 
of in© Sfiah and the abolition 
of the monarchy in Iran.” the 
spokesman said. 

Political sources said the 
Shah urged Bakhtiar Thursday 
night to Form a new civilian 
government after Dr. Gholam- 
Hossein Sadiqi. a 73-year-old 
former interior minister, vir- 


tually gave up attempts to form 
a government himself. 

Palace sources said the Shah 
was determined to stay on in 
his post but would pass most 
of his powers to the new 
government. 

Sadiqi was asked Dec. 20 to 
be premier of the new govern- 
ment. but sources said he pull- 
ed back after militant protests 
by forces who oppose aay 
cooperation with the Shah. 

The French-educated Bakh- 
tiar was deputy minister of 
labor in the government of 
Gen. Muhammad Mossadeq, 
which ruled Iran from 1950-53 
and briefly lurced the Shah 
into exile at that time. 

Meanwhile sources in Wash- 


ington said U.S. officials are 
considering sending a Navy 
carrier task force into the Gulf 
in response . to the Iranian 
crisis. 

The sources, asking not to 
be named, said such a move 
would underscore President 
Jimmy Carter's stand against 
any "external forces" interven- 
ing in troubled Iran. 

The administration sources 
stressed '1 hursday that there 
has been no decision about 
moving navy forces into the 
Gulf and that no orders have 
been issued. They said, how- 
ever. that such a move has 
been under serious considera- 
tion for several days.

Khomeini 
to remain 
in France 


PARIS. Dec. 29 (R) — Exil- 
ed Iranian religious leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini will be al- 
lowed ti> stay in France after 
his initial three-month tourist 
permit expires next week, inter- 
ior . ministry sources said Fri- 
day. 

They did not say whether 
Khomeini would receive a one- 
year residence permit or be 
given a shorter extension. 

Khomeini arrived in France 
from Iraq last Oct 8 and was ; 
entitled to stay three months 
as an ordinary tourist, foreign 
ministry officials said. 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 29 (Agen 
ties) — Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin vowed Friday 
that “no Palestinian state will 
ever arise,” and said .new Je- 
wish settlements will be built 
in .the occupied West Bank. 

But the Israeli premier ad- 
ded that his government has 
taken no decision yet on when, 
or where the settlements will 
be built. 

Begin said he backed his 
Foreign Minister, Mosbe Da- 
yan, who spoke last week A 
a need for 20 more West Bank 
settlements in the next five 
years — a period coinciding 
with a transition period of Pa- 
lestinian autonomy agreed 
upon by Egypt and Israel at 
the Camp David summit in 
September. 

Israeli officials say Dayans 
statement on settlement was 
in effect a reply to Egyptian 
Acting Foreign Minister But- 
ros Ghali, who said Thursday 
the struggle for an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state will 
start after an Egyptian-Lsraeli 
peace, treaty is concluded 
The new settlements- would 
show that Israel does no* in- 
tend to be expelled from the 
West Bank, Dayan said. 

Begin claimed an indepen- 
dent state controlled by the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion “would be a danger not 
only to the security, but to the 
very existence of Israel.” 

The government ordered a 
freeze on new settlements af- 
ter Camp David at President 
Carter's request. But Begin has 
sidestepped questions on whe- 


ther he believes the freeze is 
over since talks with Egypt 
for a treaty have gone beyond 
the three-month deadline. 

“No decision has yet been 
taken by the cabinet.” Begin 
told Israeli newspaper editors. 
“A day will come when the 
cabinet will take proper deci- 
sions on this issue.” 

He gave no clue when the 
subject may arise in the cabi- 
net, which must approve each 
addition to the 48 existing 
West Bank settlements.

U.S. -PLO dialogue

WASHINGTON. Dec. 

Tbe Carter administration is 
conducting a secret dialogue 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization with the help of 
a congressional intermediary, 
American sources said Friday. 

President Carter received a 
message this week from PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat, hand- 
carried from Beirut by a pro- 
minent Palestinian American 
and relayed to the White House 
by Representative Paul Findley 
of Illinois, the sources said. 

Several weeks ago, the Pales- 
tinian-American had carried a 
note to Arafat from President 
Carter, also through Findley’s 
office. 

The reported exchange of 
letters between Carter and Ara- 
fat resulted from Findley’s 
four-hour meeting with the 
PLO leader in Damascus late 
last month. 


At that meeting, Arafat dic- 
tated to the congressman a 
personal message to Carter, 
which Findley then delivered 
to the White House. 

The contents of the letters 
are not known. But informed 
sources here believe tbe notes 
dealt wilfa PLO acceptance of 
a Palestinian state in the West 
Bank and Gaza as part of a 
comprehensive Middle East 
settlement. 

At a press conference earlier 
this month, Findley said Ara- 
fat had pledged the PLO would 
renounce violent tactics and ex- 
tend de facto recognition to 
Israel if such a Palestinian 
state were created. 

American sources said the 
Baghdad summit had convinced 
the Carter administration that 
the PLO could not be ignored 
as a political force in the

BRUSSELS, Dec. 29 (Agen- 
cies) — France Friday delayed 
Ihe birth of the Common 
Market’s new European Mone- 
tary System (EMS) which bed 
been due to come to life with 
the new year. 

The bard-fought much-heral- 
ded system devised to bring 
currency Aab&ty in Europe 
will have to wait until France 
and West Germany solve a 
quarrel about £arm_prictog. 

Central currency rates for 
tbe eight paftidpoting coun- 
tries — Britain is the only 
Common Market member to 
(have stayed out — against tbe 
new European Currency Unit 
(ECU) could not be fixed Fri- 
day as planned. They were to 
have oome into force on Jan. 
2 when foreign exchange mar- 
kets reopen after the New 
Year break. 

French Prime Miniaer Ray- 
mond Barro’s office said the 
Common Market farm minis- 


ters would have to settle rela- 
ted a^icufturaf pricing prob- 
lems- to France's satisfaction 
before the EMS could be set 

Meanwhile, informed sources 
said the fares gn exchange mar- 
ket and the Common Market’s 
common farm policy will func- 


tion as before. 


The French franc, the Ita- 
lian lira and the Irish pound 
were due to join the system 
called the “snake” in which 
tbe currencies of West Germa- 
ny, Holland, Belgium, Luxem- 
ibourg aod Denmark float w- 
gatber. 

When the EMS was official- 
ly agreed at the Brussels Com- 
mon Market summit early in 
December, France made it a 
condition that the system of 
Monetary Compensatory Am- 
ounts (MCA’s) be reformed. 

The MCA’s are a complex 
mechanism acting as levies or 
subsidies devised to offsrt cur- 
rency flundtmtions in Com- 
mon Market farm trade. 

Generally speaking they be- 
nefit s*x oag currency farm pro- 
ducers like West Gegnany and 
weak currency food importers 
such as Britain. 

On the other hand They pe- 
nalize weak currency form 
producers like France and Italy 
■which get a lower price for 
their products. 

At the last Common Market 
agriculture ministers mee tin g, 
France insisted on an agree- 
ment to cancel automatically 
within one year any new 
MGA’s arising from a possible 
appreciation of the stronger 
currencies. 


France also wants existing 
MCA’s gradually phased out 
according to an agreed tirac- 
tahte. 

But West German Agricul- 
ture Minister Josef Ertl, 
known as the “Bavarian far- 
mers’ champion” vetoed the 
French demands, thus sparking 
a crisis whose significance was 
not immediately realised. 

Any special meeting to dear 
the issue would be called a i the 
initiative of France which 
lakes over from. West Germany 
on Jan. 1 as chairman of the 
Common Market’s council of 
ministers. 

Barring any such move Com- 


mon Market tann ministers 
are scheduled to meet here on 
Jan. 15 bur the deadlock will 
be hard to break because of 
vested interests on both sides, 
informed sources said here.

Jeddah panel urges code for trade dispute

JEDDAH, Dec. 29 — A code 
should be drawn up for arbitra- 
ting trade disputes in the Mus- 
lim world, the Islamic Com- 
mission for Economic, Cul- 
tural and Social Affairs pro- 
posed this week. 

Winding up four days of 
meetings at the Organization 
of the Islamic Conference sec- 
retariat here Friday, the com- 
mission recommended that the 
newly-formed Islamic Cham- 
ber of Commerce in Karachi 
formulate the arbitration 
code. 

The 18-member commission 
is responsible for following up 
resolutions of the annual Isla- 
mic foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence. 

In a number of resolutions 
toward improving Islamic eco- 
nomic performance, the com- 
mission called for support for 
the Islamic Statistical, Econo- 
mic and Soda! Research. Cen- 
ter. recently established in An- 
kara. 

It is intended that Muslim 
countries supply the center 
with information particularly 
on manpower and technical ex- 
pertise — shortages or surplus 
ses — so that the center can 
then act as a data bank for all 
Muslim countries. Heads of 
statistical agencies of OIC 
member states are expected to 
meet at the center in April.

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DUBIOUS CAMPAIGN 


There Is a concerted campaign underway in the United 
States to discredit the American-Saudi relationship and drive 
a wedge of suspicion between the leaderships and peoples of 
the two countries- The campaign, a move of desperation by 
the beleaguered Zionist lobby, began earlier this year in the 
context of the Congressional debate over the sale of F-15 jet 
aircraft to Saudi Arabia. The anti-Saudi assault, conducted 
through the media and by personal lobbying efforts in official 
Washington, was temporarily shelved after the Carter adminis- 
tration won the hotly contested F-15 battle and launched the 
Camp David initiative. At that time the American Jewish 
community, itself divided over the personality and policies of 
Israeli Prime Minister Begin, adopted a wait-and-see attitude 
toward the Gimp David s ummi t and the subsequent Egyptian- 
Israeli talks at Kair House. Zionist leaders in the United 
States held out the vain hope that President Carter could — 
and would — pressure Egypt into accepting a separate peace 
with Israel, and secure Saudi support for this effort to frag- 
ment the Arab world and reach a partial Middle East settle- 
ment on terms acceptable to the Jewish state. 

As we have seen, however, neither Egypt nor the United 
States was willing to abandon the goal of a comprehensive 
peace — for the simple reason that a partial settlement would 
prove unworkable and would inevitably lead to a destabilization 
of the Middle East which would threaten American and other 
Western interests in the region. Nor was Saudi Arabia willing 
to acquiesce in a strategy that would produce grave and per- 
haps irreparable divisions in the Arab world. 

Thus, with the Camp David initiative on the verge of 
oofepse, pro-Israeli interests in America have derided to res- 
urrect the media campaupi against Saudi Arabia, in a last- 
ditch effort to neutralize official U.S. anger over Israel’s stal- 
ling tactics and counter the growing popularity of the Arabs 
within the administration and in Congress. America’s new-found 
sympathy for moderate Arab aspirations — including the need 
for a solution to the Palestinian question — is largely the out- 
growth of the close contacts resulting from the mutually bene- 
ficial economic relationship between the United States and 
Saudi Arabia. In addition, America and the Arabs have been 
brought closer together by political and strategic considerations 
— notably the Soviet Union’s undisguised attempts to encircle 
the Gulf region. The Israeli lobby in the U-S. wants to help 
the Jewish state recapture its former position as the guarantor 
of American interests in the Middle East, To do that, Saudi 
Arabia must be discredited. The Zionists - also are seeking to 
riamnate the Kingdom as a factor in the Egyptian-IsraeJi peace 
talks. In their view, Egypt must be cut off from the Arab 
world, and be made dependent on the economic largesse of 
Western rather than Arab benefactors. 

The anti-Saudi campaign in the United States has taken 
many forms. In the print and electronic media, the Saudis are 
being portrayed as the spearhead of an Arab effort to buy up 
America — its farmland, its corporations, its hotels and 
apartment houses. It matters little that Saudi and/or Arab 
investment in the U.S. is mkusoule compared to purchases by 
European and Japanese investors. What is important, in terms 
of media hype, is that “oil sheikhs” in traditional robes are a 
colorful symbol of the old myths and stereotypes Americans 
stiH harbor of the Arab world. The fantasy of an impending 
Saudi/Arab takeover of America is being pushed relentlessly 
by die American Jewish Committee, which now publishes a 
monthly newsletter called “Petro-Impact,” a chronicle of al- 
leged Arab efforts to purchase the United States lock, stock 
and barrel. 

The latest barrage in the anti-Saudi campaign centers on 
the OPEC oil price increase announced in Abu Dhabi earlier 
this month. PrcHsraeti columnists and commentators have been 
telling the American- people that the Kingdom is solely respon- 
sible for the price hike, that in fact OPEC is a puppet of Saudi 
Arabia and that oil price increases are undertaken for political 
rather than economic reasons. Syndicated columnist Joseph 
Kraft is one of the leading proponents of this theory. In recent 
columns he has totally misrepresented the Kingdom's role in 
the Carta* peace efforts, (he Baghdad summit and the OPEC 
meeting in Abu Dhabi — at one moment describing Saudi 
Arabia as weak, and vulnerable and die next moment calling 
the Kingdom the predominant force in Middle East oil and 
politics. 

The Zionist lobby has also tried to make ludicrous com- 
parisons of Iran and Saudi Arabia, warning the administration 
in this context that the only country America can rely on in 
the Middle East is Israel. 

In short, the pro-Israeli forces in the United States a re 
now using their big guns in an effort to undermine the U-S-- 
Saudi relationship. There are even efforts underway to per- 
suade the Americans that Mexico — with its apparently vast 
untapped oil reserves — can eventually replace Saudi Arabia 
as the United States’ prime economic partner. (This , argument 
of course implies that Mexico would be willing to sacrifice its 
own national interests to provide toe United States with chea- 
per oE — a dubious proposition at best.) There may be little 
that toe Kingdom can do overfly to counter the Zionist cam- 
paign against it We can hope that the pro-Israeli media 
maneuvers will run their course, and perhaps produce a back- 
lash among thoughtful Americans. Meanwhile, Saudi Arabia 
should continue to pursue the policies it has advocated over 
the years. In toe long run, those policies should prove more 
persuasive to Americans than the shabby media campaign now 
being waged by the Zionist lobby. 
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Tough going in Guatemala

GUATEMALA CITY, - 

"The New York Times, you 
know, is run by Communists 
and you people in Europe are 
all sliding towards Commu- 
nism.” The speaker was a 
young Guatemalan industria- 
list and the setting was a smart 
party in the penthouse of the 
Chamber of Industry in Guate- 
mala City. 

Such extreme right-wing no- 
tions are common among the 
Guatemalan middle class and 
they are being frequently voic- 
ed today as conservatives fed 
increasingly threatened by ihe 
turmoil surrounding the ultra- 
conservative General Anastasjo 
Somoza, President of neigh- 
boring Nicaragua. 

As Nicaragua boils, the vio- 
lence that has charaterized 
Guatemalan politics for decad- 
es, if not generations, shows 
signs of increasing. All sides 
are beginning to feel that Cen- 
tral America is becoming one 
hotbed of political struggle. 
Terrorist groups of the Left 
and the Right have become in- 
creasingly active in the past 
few months. 

The tortured social history of 
Guatemala provides the back- 
drop to the present blood-lett- 
ing. For many years a play- 
ground oE military dictators, 
Guatemala moved towards re- 
formist government in 1945 
and 1951 when successive pre- 
sidents were elected who tried 
to better the feudal conditions 
in which most of toe country's 
Indian and mixed-race peasants 
worked in the countryside and 
to improve the lot of organized 
workers in cities. 

This reformist period was 
ended by military coup in 1954 
'and since then the army has 


not allowed any politician to 
modernize or improve the so- 
cial set-up. 

As a result democracy has 
withered. While in 1945 more 
than 95 per cent of the electo- 
rate cast their vote. In this 
year's presidential elections 
only 36.5 per cent bothered to 
cast a ballot. 

And the soldier who became 
president on July 1, General 
Romeo Lucas, turned out to 
have the support of no more 
than 8.3 per cent of all Guate- 
malans over 18. 

Running parallel to this dis- 
enchantment with the political 
system there has been a sharp 
growth in violence. A recent 
study of violence in Guatemala 
published by the Jose Simeon 
Canas University in San Salva- 
dor shows that over the decade 
to 1976, 538 murders were re- 
ported by the newspapers as 
having taken place in the de- 
partment which contains - the 
capital city. 

In addition, there were 251 
attempted murders, 853 kid- 
nappings, 440 corpses found. 
460 terrorist attacks and 141 
shootouts. Other departments 
showed similar murder figures. 
Zacapa 116, Escuinda 139. San 
Marcos 174, and Chiquimula 
118. All this in a country whose 
population barely tops six mil- 
lion. 

This year the violence has 
polarized around two groups. 
The rightwing violence is cen- 
tered on the Ejercito Secreto 
Anticommunists or Secret An- 
ti-Communist Army, which 
some say is just the Guatema- 
lan army in thin disguise, but 
which may also contain mem- 
bers of the MLN or National 
Liberation Movement, an ex- 
treme political organization. 


The Panzos affair, ivhich 
protests in many parts of toe 
Western hemisphere, provok- 
ed a good deal of adverse pub- 
licity for toe army and the 
government has blamed toe in- 
cident on the Kekchi leaders.

Moscow and the China deal

MOSCOW — 

Pres idem: Leonid Brezhnev’s 
expression of positive approval 
of the establishment of diplo- 
matic relations between China 
and the United States has three 
important aims. 

Rrez, he wanted to show 
that Moscow has no intention 
of making the agreement an 
issue in the already complicat- 
ed and prolonged Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) 
or in on eventual summit bet- 
ween the lenders of the two 
super-powers. 

Second, the action was aim- 
ed at depriving the hawkish 
advisers of President Carter 
and the U.S. anti-Soviet lobby 
of toe chance to use the dan- 
ger of Soviet objections to the 
new- relationship between Wa- 
shington and Peking, which 
merely regularizes a reality 
which has been in existence 
since the visit io China Pre- 
sident Nixon seven years ago. 

Lastly, it was also aimed at 
impressing upon everyone that: 
Moscow has always favored 
diplomatic relations between 
f&nfl and the United States 
and is aoc going to change its 
view simply because ii is in- 
conveniently timed from the 
Soviet viewpoint. As such it 
is a skilful diplomatic gambit. 

Nevertheless, the Soviet view 
of the matter is not quite so 
simple. Indeed, Jan. 1, 1979, 
the dale when formal diploma- 
tic relations between Washing- 
ton and Peking will be open- 
ed, will be marked in the So- 
viet political calendar as the 
day when toe post-cold war re- 
encirclement of the Soviet 
Union began formally. 


This feeling of a new ert- 
cuxdement is also responsible 
for toe paradoxical situation io 
winch Moscow feels more in- 
secure, though more powerful, 
than at any time since toe end 
of the cold war in the mid- 
fifties, or at any rate since the 
Cuban missile crisis of 1962- 
In itself, toe American deci- 
sion is merely a recognition 
that for nearly three decades it 
has been extremely foolish in 
refusing to recognize a reality. 
But to the Russians this adnxts- 


sion by Waahin&oa of a self - 
evident fofly is spoiled by the 
motivating factor, the beginn- 
ing of a new folly. 

To Soviet analysts it appears 
toot the meet powerful factor 
forcing the United States to 
recognise toe Chinese reality 
is not toe reality itself, bat m 
uses to wfcidk it can be pw. 

In other words, Washington 
can utilize the Chinese antago- 
nism towazxfc Moscow to the 
fullest extern, though without 
of course compromising the 
special super-power relation- 
ship. The U-S. can also use 
China to control the lesser na- 
tions of South and Southeast 
Asia. 

This is an interesting analy- 
sis because by implication A 
suggests that at a deeper level 
the Sino- American axis is not 
aggressive. Ai best, its anti- 
Soviet component, is highly de- 
fensive, since both Peking and 
Washington understood per- 
fectly well toax the Soviet 
Union, if it comes to a crunch, 
can look after its security and 
defenses. 

But, say the analysis, toe 
main, brunt of toe Sino-Ame- 
rican rapprochement, already 
shaping up as a Tokyo-Reking- 
Washington axis, will be felt 
by China's smaller neighbors, 
against whom Peking can use 
its Western-supplied military 
might with greater effect. It is 
Burma, Thailand. Malaysia. 
Singapore and Indonesia, not 
to speak, of Vietnam, which 
w£U fed toe weight of. China, 
underwritten by the West and 
Japan. 

India too wig have greater 
cause to worry, since Peking's* 
ftosOiLy towards India is ex- 
ceeded only -by that of Wa- 
shington. though the American 
hostility towards New Delhi is 
veiled and shows through only 
during crisis periods.

Not long ago, a Soviet citi- 
zen arrived in the United Stat- 
es. ostensibly as a member of 
a cultural exchange group.

“Soviet efforts have intensi- 
fied in recent years, both m 
number of agents and in their 
aggressiveness," Adams, the 
FBI’s no. 2 man. said in inter- 
view. 

W. Raymond Wan nail, re- 
tired FBI countcr-inteUigeooe 
chief, said that the Soviet in- 
telligence effort Is greater than 
at any time since World War 

n. 

About 4.000 cultural, stu- 
dent, science and other Soviet 
exchanges and 1,000 commer- 
cial delegates, enter the Uni- 
ted States aanually. Among 
them, “substantially more” 
than 100 are identified a* 
professional intelligence offi- 
cers, probably on secret assign- 
ments, informed sources said. 

Many, if not most, of the 
rest are believed to have overt 
intelligence-gathering orders, 
which are not illegal activities 
per se, but which distort the 
spirit of toe agreements under 
which the Soviets came, accor- 
ding to a half-dozen knowled- 
geable officials and former offi- 
cials. 

Moreover, about 1,000 So- 
viet officials are on perma- 
nent assignment in the United 
States, carrying diplomatic 
passports. The FBI has esti- 
mated that more than 40 per 
cent of these are KGB or mili- 
tary intelligence agents. De- 
fectors have put this propor- 
tion am high as 80 percent 
Another group that causes 
concern is 20,000 to 25,000 
Soviet sailors who visit Arne- 
.rican heep- water ports that 
have been open to Moscow 
since 1972. Tliis has given the 
Russians virtually complete 
geographic access to the Uni- 
ted States, according to toe 
Senate Intelligence Committee. 

When Soviet Bloc countries 
are added in, FBI director 
William Webster has said, the 
total number of “contacts or 
presences** is about 50,000 a 
year. 

“We know that a large num- 
ber, more than we have 
agents to keep trade of, are 
engaged in or have engaged in 
intelligence operations, or tn- 
cdfigeno^gatoering purposes 
or have been co-opted or ask- 
ed to assist intelligence officers 
to gathering specific types of 


information.** Webster said. 

The Soviets are particularly 
interested in U.S. advanced 
technology — microelectronics, 
lasers, computers, nuclear ener- 
gy and aerospace industries. 
The oil and gas-drilling indus- 
try has been another impor- 
tant target. 

Emphasis on technology has 
long been apparent among So- 
viet students sent to the Uni- 
ted States, as wtfl as in com- 
mercial delegations. 

“Their students lend to be 
in the 30’s, with advanced 
degrees (physics and electrical 
engineering are most popu- 
lar) ” a State Department offi- 
cial said. “Our students tend 
to be in their 20s and study 
icons, to put it mote critically.” 

In defense of these signifi- 
cantly different student pro- 
files. however, he. noted the) 
the United States probably 
could not find 40 or 50 science 
students willing to spend mon- 
ths or a year in a Soviet uni- 
versity. The quality of Soviet 
science, with few exceptions, 
generally is agreed to be poor- 
er than that of the United 
States. 

- Moreover, the official said, 
although the Soviets primarily 
are interested in U.5. tech- 
nology. the United States 
wants to get new ideas into toe 
Soviet Union. Humanity star 
deots are better able to argue 
the broader iss ues of econo- 
mics, politics and literature 
than are scientists and engi- 
neers, whore education is nar- 
rower. he said. 

The Soviet effort to collect 
information in toe U.S. ob- 
viously has been coordinated 
at times. 

A few yean ago. a US offi 
rial said, “there was almost at 
explosion of Soviet professor 
coming to American labs. So 
via students in U.S. univer 
rities. and commercial detega 
dons visiting US. companies 
all interested in one speriair

The de partment also provi- 
des lectures on Video and 
sound tapes for instant viewing 
and fi storing by students. The 
'department also produces cul- 
tural and educational films as 
weft as educational pboto- 
paph*» lustrations, three di- 
mensional models, set design 
and calligraphy in addition to 
(he maintenance and repair of 
various equipment of the de- 
partment. 

The cinema, section of the 
department has made over 10 
film* including documentaries 
on Jeddah, Mecca, Medina, 
1 KAAU, science and Ahha.

WASHINGTON — Sami Esmail, a Brooklyn-born Pales- 
tinian American, recently returned to the United States after 
serving nine months in anlsradi prison on charges of belonging 
io a Palestinian commando group. 

Esmail, 24, a graduate student in electrical engineering at 
Michigan State University, was arrested on Dec. 21, 1977 at 
Tel Aviv airport enroute to the West Bank to visit his dying 
father. 

He was immediately jaded and interrogated. He was accessed 
of being, a member of the Popular Front for the Liberation 
o£ Palestine (PFLP) and having undergone military training in 
Libya. 

Esmail was convicted of membership in the PFLP on 
June 6, 1978. The latter charge of military trains og was drop-’ 
pod. He was sentenced to 15 months in prison, and was re- 
leased recently after having served nine months of his term — 
thanks in part io' the appeals of a number of prominent Ame- 
ricans on his behalf. 

During a visit to Washington, Esmail was interviewed 
by “Arab News” staff writer Fouzi El-Asmar and bureau chief 
Bob Lebling. As mar, a Palestinian himself, spent 15 months 
in the same prison as Esmail in 1969-70 — held without charge 
under Israel’s “administrative detention” laws. 

Q— Could you LeU us about plane. 1 think the first persor

the circumstances of your ar- 
rest? 

A — I was called up by the 
family in Ramahab (in the 
West Bank). I was Informed 
that my father was critically iU 
and that hewoiddo’t be Jiving for 
la* He had xeque&ied that I 
come back and be by his bed- 
side. For Arabs, this is someth- 
ing you can't say no to, and that 
was the sole purpose of my 
visit. 

k happened during Christ- 
mas break of the school year 
(in 1977). 1 did inform the 
chairman of my department (at 
Michigan State) that I might 
be late for a week or two of 
classes. My trip was intended 
to be about three or four weeks 
at the maxirr im. 

Q — What airport did you 
£iy to? 

A — 1 flew out of Lansing 
(Michigan) and I arrived at 
Tel Aviv airport. That’s 
where 1 was immediately taken 
and interrogated. 

When you get off a plane in 
Tel Aviv, they have people 
waiting at the airport who sort 
out aH the Arabic-iooking faces 
and Japanese and Germans. 
Surprisingly they didn’t son me 
out when i first got off the 


plane. 1 think the first person 
wbo was sifting people out 
didn’t realize i was an Arab, 
maybe because ray skin is a 
little lighter. 

But then later on a girl came 
out and took me from the 
other group and said, “You. 
Please come here.” That made 
me feel they actually knew 1 
was on that plane and arriv- 
ing. 

The Shin Beth — the secret 
police — arrived at. the airport 
around 8 or 9 o'oclock, and 
they interrogated me ail the 
way till 12 at the airport. Then 
they handcuffed me and took 
me to Beit H&tikva. 

Q — Were you tortured or 
beaten? 

A — 1 have to make this 
clear from the beginning. I was 
tortured. And 1 would say that 
my torture was a combination, 
of psychological and mental 
torture in addition to physical 
mistreatment. 

Q — There have been people 
here wbo have denied that, like 
Freedman and Denshowitz. 
(Editor's Note: Monroe Freed- 
man and Alan are law profes- 
sors wbo attended Esmail’s 
trial as “observers” and pub- 
lished their findings in an artic- 
le in the “New York Times”). 
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...A — I read the Dershowitz- 
f red man article, 1 can com- 
ment on that later, because 
there are very obvious errors. 
But to speak about my torture 
— 1 was literally kidnapped off 
the airplane, I was not allowed 
to contact my family. In fact 
it was four or five days before 
the U.S. consul finally confirm- 
ed to my family that 1 was in 
prison. Even the airlines 
wouldn’t tell them where I was, 
even though my family knew I 
had left New York ... Lod 
Airport said a person by the 
name of Sami never landed 
here. Even though it might 
have been only a few days that 
my family didn't know about 
me. for Palestinians living in 
Palestine things like this can 
go for hundreds of days, with 
families unable to find out 
what happened to their sons 
and daughters. 

When the Shin Beth started 
questioning me, 1 told them... 

1 told Lbem about ray Libya 
trip, I answered all the ques- 
tions in full detail. And they 
said: “Uh-uh, we don’t like 
this. Whether you like it or not, 
we’re going to nail you, be- 
cause we want to set an exam- 
ple to the American Arabs.” 

They wanted me to serve as 
an example to all those peo- 
ple in the United States who 
dare speak up against Zionism, 
and they said that sooner or 
later they would make me sign 
a statement saying I was a 
member of a Palestinian orga- 
nization and was military-train- 
ed. 

At that point I told them 
they could take me to court 
and try to prove such a thing, 
if they had any democracy. 
And the Shin Beth guy said: " 
“Oh, there’s no democracy ( 
here; it’s only for foreign con- 
sumption. You left democracy • 
on the airplane when you 
stepped off it.” 

After that, it was continuous i 
interrogation. From Wednesday 
when 1 landed all the way til 
Tuesday, 1 had up to seveg 
different interrogators question- 
ing me continuously. I was 
hardly left alone for more than 
two hours. At times they would 
leave me alone for a half-hour 
or an hour 

Also, I had declared a com- 
plete hunger strike. I did not 
eat or drink a thing until Tues- 
day. Then there was the phy- 
sical mistreatment — like dn- 
dressing you and dressing you. 


three to four hours at a stret- 
ch, being punched, being luck- 
ed, having your hair puHed, 
being slapped, spit at, insult- 
ed And even minor things, 

like the interrogator wouio 
start playing games with you, 
fee would pluck hairs from your 
mustache or your chest Phy 
sically these dungs don t turn, 
but it’s what they do to your 
mind. You start wondering, 
what the hell is this man do- 
, ing, just pulling off hairs and 
laughing. 

And then my father — they . 
would pretend to call the hos- 
pital in Ramallah, and they 
would tell me: “Well, your 
father passed away. And it’s 
your fault. He died Lhe minute 
he found out you’re in prison." 
And then they would say: 
“Well, he has a few more hours 
to live. Why don't you just 
sign a paper and go see him?" 
They use this as a psychologi- 
cal warfare thing. 

Then they would have peo- 
ple threaten me, and give me 
lectures on how my 18 years 
of education were all a waste, 
and that they were going to 
destroy my education. 

They threatened to arrest my 
family and bring them in one 
by one. And they did, they 
brought in my brother Shukri 
on the sixth day. He bad pre- 
viously been arrested for seven 
days. He’s about 45 years old 
and has very serious back 
problems. He's very apolitical, 
but they arrested him merely 
to set examples for Arab Ame- 
ricans. , w 

The U.S. vice-consul, Mr. 
(Mark) Davidson, showed up 
the fifth day. I told him 1 was 
being mistreated and I wasn t 

being allowed to sleep at ah- 
I needed help. I told him I 
was being set up for a frame- 
up by the Israelis and that I 
was completely innocent. 

And his answer was: In> 

not interested in knowing whe- 
ther you are innocent or guil- 
ty. This is not my problem, we 
cannot interfere in these mat- 
ters. AU I can do Jot Y ou 15 t0 
contact a lawyer ” 

Q — You saw other prison- 
ers. Did you see any signs of 
torture there? 

A — I talked to many pns- 

onera and I heard many stones 

of torture. Many people were 
beaten on their genitals. 

In Nablus pnson. I’ve heard 
numerous, stories of a section 
in Nablus prison called Sibe- 
ria”, where it's really freezing 
and they undress people and 
put them in there for four or 
five hours. It’s a very common 

^Tmet people who underwent 
torture in Sarafand. They ac- 


tually told me that I'd be sent' 
to Sarafand pretty soon, but— 

Q — It's a military camp. 

A — Right. But 1 have met 
people who were arrested in 
’67, ’6$, and their physical 
health was so bad, you know 
they just gave me horrible 
stories, complete horror 
stories 

Q — What about people you 
saw yourself? 

A — 1 saw Muhammad Zahi 
Bdaawi, a 19-year-old youth 
from Jeoin accused of political 
agitation. He underwent 65 
days of torture before he 
finally agreed to sign a state- 
ment. He suffered five broken 
ribs during his fifth day' of in- 
terrogation, and he was put on 
p ain relievers in order to con- 
tinue the interrogation. 

Later on he was sentenced 
to one year. I saw him at die 
.end of ten months, and later 
at the end of eleven months of 
his imprisonment, and he still 
could qol walk, be still could 
not stand up by himself, he 
could not go ot the bathroom 
by himself, he needed people 
to help put him to bed, he 
could not take a shower, he 
was still bandaged, and they 
weren’t even providing medical 
-care for such a person. 

If the Zionists had any kind 
of humanity, they would send 
him to a hospital. They would 
do that in any civilized society. 

When this person was brou- 
ght in on a stretcher to the 
court, when he was sentenced, 
if the judge had any decency 
at least he would have ordered 
an investigation into this 
matter. . .

The experts based their con- 
clusion on an analysis of a tope 
recording of the sounds trans- 
mitted by a motorcycle police- 
man’s radio microphone, acci- 
dentally left on during the 
shooting. 

The two men, who said they 
used basic, well-established 
principles of acoustics to make 


(he analysis, were the main 
witnesses called for Friday the 
committee's final day of pub- 
lic hearings. 

Their evidence is the most 
scientific information yet put 
forward to support the myriad 
conspiracy theories.
